It is'now confirmed soccer’s top man — he is presi- 
dent of F.LF.A. — arrives early on Thursday, 
August 30: He leaves on Monday, September 3 
for Tokyo,

president, Mr Sid Storey, and the secretary, Mr Roy 
Palery: of the all but defunct Australian Associa- 
) hon. 

Then, if we’ are to get anywhere at all, he must meet 
the Federation and really get to grips with the situa- 
tion. 

OTHERWISE HIS JOURNEY WILL NOT ONLY 
HAVE BEEN UNNECESSARY — IT WILL BE 
A FARCE. . 

Mr Storey says he is going to allow Sir Stanley to 
have the Thursday to himself and then hold meet- 
ings, Officially, on the Friday and the Saturday. 

Whether Mr Storey intends to invite any Federation 
official to the Friday or Saturday meetings is ex- 
tremely problematical. 

In the atmosphere existing between the two organisa- 
tions that seems impossible.
